)“OUR WESTERN LANDS.” 


ADDRESS BY H. B, AMES, 


(continued from page 1.) 

We will now take up one by one the 
natural resources of this western land 
dealing with the timber, the agricul- 
tural and the grazing lands, the coal 
areas, the water powers, the fisheries 
of the Western Provinces,all of which 
are administered by the Ottawa gov- 
ernment, and we will show why in 
our opinion the present administration 
should be condemned for their action 
in dealing with each of these. 

‘PART 1,—THE TIMBER LANDS, 

As is well known the prairie for. the 
most part is comparatively treeless, 
Here and there are small areas of pop- 
lar and spruce, but the trees are rarely 
of sufficient size or quality to furnish 
building material. The farmer must 
look elsewhere for the lumber with 
which he shall build. 

Prior to 1900 little was known re- 
garding the great northern forest. 
Manitoba’s demand for lumber was 
supplied from western Ontario, the 
Alberta demand’ from the Rocky 
Mountains, and there were few settlers 
between. As the prairies began to fill 
with population a vast amount of 
timber was required for railway build- 


.|ing and settlers houses. A line of rail- 


way had been pushed north to Prince 
Albert, and it wes found that there 
existed immense areas of fine spruce 
timber in the regions, drained by the 
North Saskatchewan river. 

WHAT SHOULD HAVE BEEN DONE. 

Now the government should have 
explored and valued these areas before 
parting with them. 

This is what you would have done 
had some relative unexpectedly left 
you as a bequest a-stretch of land of 
which you had no previous knowledge. 

But the government parted with 
these timber lands before it had any 
idea as to their value and now that 
they are gone has cause to regret its 
negligence. These limits are to-day 
worth from $1,000 to $3,000 and in 
some instances $5,000 per mile, for the 
leases are practically perpetual. The 
men who have secured these areas for 
abpgatelle have become in consequence 
roulti-millionaires. 


HOW MUCH TIMBER PASSED 
INTO PRIVATE HANDS. 


It is customary for the defence of 
the present administration, when hard 
pushed’to find an excuse for the present 
government’s action with reference to 
the timber of the Northwest, to de- 
clare that under Conservative rule, 
prior to 1896, a large area was alien- 
ated, leaving the hearer to infer these 
areas passed permanently out of the 
control of the government of Canada. 
This was not the case. ‘It is true the 
Conservatives leased extensive tracts 
of timber land, but they exacted such 
conditions of operation from the 
grantees that no less than 94 p.c. of 
the area came back to the Crown. Of 
all the areas granted prior to July, 
1896, only 1720 miles were retained by 
the grantees, and when the present 
Liberal administration came into 
office, there were but 1,860 sq. miles of 
timber under lease in the three pro- 
vinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, This did not, however, 
long continue. There are nearly 6,500 
sq. miles under lease at the present 
time. Acareful analysis shows that 
about 80 p.c. of the area under lease is 
being actually cut over, that 20 p.c. is 
being held in reserve by bona fide 
lumber companies and that 50 p.c. is 
in the hands of speculators. The gov- 
ernment have leased practically all 
the good timber south of the water- 
shed; and the reserves of Winnipeg, 
Prince Albert and Edmonton are in 
speculative hands. 


HOW THE REGULATIONS 
WERE ALTERED. 


‘The regulations too have changed so 
as to greatly encourage the speculator. 
Prior to 1903 the Minister of the Inter- 
ior was under no obligation to renew a 
license from year to year, if the land 
was required for settlement or other 
purposes, but Mr. Sifton altered this 
and by Order-in-Council of April 14, 
1903, it was decreed that ‘‘so long as 
the licensee complies with the con- 
ditions of his license and of the regu- 
lations he shall be entitled to a renew- 
al of his license from year to year 
while merchantable timber remains 
upon the area licensed.” This change 
in the regulations makes the lease 


| practically perpetual, adds greatly to 


the value of the berth and has doubt- 
less stimulated speculation toa marked 
degree. 

WHO HAVE PROFITED. 

Within the comparatively short per- 
iod of three years and a half, between 
1902 and 1905, more than three thous- 
and square miles of selected timber, 
that is to say about one-half of the 
entire area under lease in the western 
provinces fell into the hands, not of 
operators, but of speculators. One- 
half of this amount, comprising 25 p.c. 
of the timber of the three provinces, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
was acquired by a group, which may 
be called the Burrows-Fraser combi- 
nation, of which the brother-in-law of 
the then Minister of the Interior, Mr. 
Sifton, was the central figure, under 
circumstances so peculiar as to have 
excited general comment. 

An analysis of the holdings of this 
group shows T. A. Burrows as having 
secured 549 square miles, the Imperial 
Pulp Company, 417 square miles, the 
Big River Lumber Company, 250 
square miles, A. W. Fraser, aliasJohn 
McBean, 250square miles, A. W.Fraser, 
for himself, 120 square miles—in all 
1,686 square miles of selected timber, 
only 109 square miles of which are be- 
ing operated, the remainder held, 
presumably for speculation, 

The extent of the holdings of this 
favored group may be illustrated: 
Were these selected blocks, nearly 250 


in number, out of an area many times 
their size, placed end to: end the 
would form a continuous strip of thick 
timber, one mile wide, stretching from 
Montreal to Winnipeg, or, putting it 
another way, they would be the equiv- 
alent of astrip half a mile in width 
clear ucross the continent. 


PHENOMENAL SUCCESS IN TENDERING. 


In the acquisition of these limits, 
under the quasi form of competition 
then followed by this government, the 
members of the “Inner Circle” have 
been remarkably successful. T. A. 
Burrows, brother-in-law to the ex- 
Minister of the Interior, owned in 1901 
three limits. Between June of 1902 
and June of 1905 Mr. Burrows bid, di- 
rectly or indirectly, nineteen times for 
tiinber berths. He succeeded eighteen 
times, he failed once, 

Such success is quite out of the or- 
dinary. For example take the exper- 
ience of Messrs H.and K. McDonald, 
Mr. Burrows’ most active competitors, 
who stand second on the list by way 
of extent of holdings. The McDonalds 
were shrewd bidders, Kenneth Mc- 
Donald was a practicul lumberman 
and explored the timbered regions of 
the West. Hector McDonald, his 
brother, looked after the Ottuwa end 
of the timber speculation business, 
During the period of Mr. Burrows’ 
success, the McDonalds bid on thirty 
occasions, They were successful four- 
teen times; they failed sixteen times. 
For the limits which they secured they 
paid in the aggregate three times the 
next highest’ bidder ; for the limits 
they lost they averaged 62 per cent of 
highest bids. Burrows almost never 
failed, and when he cleared the jump 
he had but little to spare. 

WAS THERE REAL COMPETITION ? 


Whenever the holdings of the broth- 
er-in-law of the Ex-Minister of the 
Interior and of his associates are criti- 
cised, the argument is always advanced 
in defence that these limits were ob- 
tained at public competition, and that 
they went to the highest bidder. I 
propose, in order to test the validity 
of this defence, to give the history of 
some pf the transactions which have 
been discussed in the House of Coin- 
mons and to show that the so-called 
public competition was little better 
than a travesty% Not only was the 
system wholly ‘bad, but Ser are 
strong grounds to believe that fraud 
and imposition were practiced, and 
the government in refusing to permit 
au parliamentary inquiry into this 
whole matter, has strengthened the 
belief, well-nigh universal, that these 
transactions could not bear the light. 
Let us then tuke up the stories of some 
of these berths, e will begin with 
that of the Cedar and Moose Lake 
limits, which are of special interest 
sjnce it was in respect of these tran- 
sactions that the war to secure posses- 
sion of the original documents was 
waged. 


THE CEDAR LAKE LIMIT. 


Just north of Lake Winnipegosis 
there lies a lake called Cedar Lake, on 
the shores and islands of which there 
is much valuable timber. In Septem- 
ber, 1908, A. W. Fraser, ‘an Ottawa 
lawyer, not long since President of the 
Ottawa Liberal Association, applied 
to have put up for sale a timber berth 
to include 60 square miles on this lake. 
His request was at once granted. The 
notices were issued on the 12th of Oc- 
tober, calling for bidsto be received 
and. opened at Ottawa on the 2nd 
December. One advertisement and 
one only appeared in the Manitoba 
Free Press and in the Dauphin Press. 
Now, €edar Lake lies 100 miles north 
of the railroad. In order to reach it, 
one must take the, train to Winni- 
pegosis, from which point an occasion- 
al fishing tug can be taken for points 
at the northern end of that lake. But 
the steamer service comes to an end 
the latter part of October and the ice 
commences, early in November, to 
form upon Lake Winnipegosis. Since 
the advertisements did not appear in 
the western papers before the 20th of 
October, it will be seen that it was 
quite impossible at that time of the 
year for anyone to visit the limit, ex- 
amine the timber, putin a bid with a 
cash deposit and have the same reach 
Ottawa by the 2nd of December. 
Competition was impossible. It is 
reasonable to conclude that the autho- 
rities at Ottawa intended to make it 
so. As was no doubt expected there 
was but one bid, that of the applicant, 
Mr. Fraser, and this gentleman offered 
the paltry sum of $500 and secured the 
limit. Shortly after its acquisition the 
area of the berth was increased to 90 
square miles without additional bonus, 
so that Mr. Fraser secured his limit at 
the rate of $5.56 per square mile, or at 
a little less than one cent an acre. 

Now that limit, acquired for specu- 
lative purposes by Mr. Fraser, was 

laced tor sale in the hands of certain 

innipeg agents. Their prospectus 
offering the property to a prospective 
buyer was read in the House of Com- 
mons. I have the original document 
issued by J. Haffner and Son, real 
estate agents, 367 Main street, Winni- 
peg, which reads as follows:— 

“Cedar lake, which is situated on 
Saskatchewan waters is comprised of 
something over 100 square miles and 
is estimated at 250,000,000 feet. The 
timber on this berth would work to 
advantage in connection with the for- 
mer berth. As you will notice by the 
accompanying plan there is one short 
portage to land the logs from Cedar 
Creek to Lake Winnipegosis, a dis- 
tance of from two and 1 half to three 
miles. The waters in both lakes are of 
the same level and the country lying 
in between the two lakes is of a low 
flat natilre. The timber is immediately 
surrounding the shores of the lake 
stated, for sixty square miles, together 
with the islands or portions of the 
islands that have been selected. The 
survey has been made, but up to the 
present I am not in possession of the 
plans. The timber is of good quality 
and fairly clean, more so than the 
timber in the Erwood and Red Deer 
districts, but not quite so large. The 
price for this block is $600,000. 

Can anyone defend the government 
for permitting so valuable a concession 
to pass into a speculator’s hand under 
such circumstances, 


THE MOOSE LAKE LIMIT. 


Just north of Cedar Lake lies a still 
larger sheet of water known as Moose 
Lake. This also drains into the Saskat- 
chewan river. The lake is as large as 
Lake Nipissing and there is some very 
fine timber located nearby. Mr. Fraser 
applied for this limit-also at the time 
that he asked for Cedar Lake. There 
was the same insufficiency of adver- 
tisingand opportunity for competition. 
Mr. Fraser, apparently expecting to 
have it all his own way, put in a nom- 
inal bid of $1,000. But there was a 
surprise for him, for late in the morn- 
ing of the day on which the bids were 
to be opened, a tender reached the 
department from Jaines Currie, assoc- 
iated with the McDonalds, who offered 
$6,420 for the limit. Then a third 
tender appeared in the name of W. H. 
Nolan, containing a $7,000 cheque and 
this last offer captured the limit. 

THE ORIGINAL DOCUMEMTS, 


Now, these three tenders were the 
original documents over which there 
was so much discussion in the House. 
The government furnished the Op- 
position with 


typewritten copies, | 


These, however did not carry all 
the information that was required. 
We demand the originals and our 
demand was refused. After a two 
weeks’ struggle, the originals were 
brought down and what did they 
disclose? They showed that the 
tenders of A. W. Fraser and W. H. 
Nolan were in the same handwriting. 
Subsequently Mr. Fraser under oath 
admitted that he wrote them both 
He stated that he had at first ten- 
dered on his own behalf, offering $1, 
000 for the limit, that during the 
morning Mr. Burrows, the brother-in 
law of the Minister had called to 
seehim had‘asked him to prepare 
another tender and that he had used 
thename of W. H. Nolan as though 
it were his own. Mr. Fraser had 
handed the letter in an unsealed en- 
volope to Mr, Burrows, and_ this 
latter gentleman had inclosed the 
$7,000 cheque which captured the 
limit with a little to spare. Now 
the conundrum to which there has 
been no satisfactory ‘answer is this 
How did Mr. Burrows know that 
$7,000 was the sum required to win 
the limit? This timber berth, even 
more valuable than the Cedar Lake 
limit, subsequently passed into the 
hands of a company known as The 
Imperial Pulp Company whose op- 
erations became the subject of in- 
vestigntion on the part of the Op- 
position. 


THE IMPERIAL PULP COMPANY 


This organization seems to have 
been formed for the sole purpose of 
acquiring, holding and selling tim- 
ber limits. It had no office, save a 
Winnipeg post box. Its officials were 
undisclosed. It was eventually learn- 
ed that the Hon. D. H. McMillan, 
lieutenant-governor of Manitoba was 
president, that T. A. Burrows was 
managing director and that a youth 
formerly typewriter to Mr. Burrows 
was thesecretary. Whether there were 
other shareholders we were unable to 
learn. The holdings of this company 
on the North Saskatchewanand on its 
-branches above Edmonton are valued 
to-day at $7,500,000, while the Moose 
Jaw limit, according to the prospec- 
tus issued by an authorized agent, is 
held‘at $500,000 more. Not a stick of 
timber has yet been cut by thiscompan 
from any of these limits, althoug 
most of the areas have already been 
held for five years or more; 


THE IMPERIAL PULP COMPANY 
BIDDER FOR LIMITS. 


The Imperial Pulp company ap- 
pears upon the scene as a bidder for 
timber berths between December, 
1902, and February, 1904. During 
these two years this company, un- 
der divers names, observing the 
greatest secrecy, bid upon nine limits, 
It never asked to havea limit put up 
but it never failed to secure a limit 
upon which it bid. The total of its bids 
umounted to $54,975, the totul of next 
highest bidders in the nine cases 
amounted to $51,771, a difference of 
$3,204. 1n other words this company 
secured its limits by.an average bid of 
but 6 p.c. above the next competitor, 
This mysterious company that pussess- 
ed no domicile, whose home was a 
Winnipeg post office box, whose com- 
munications had to Meee through an 
Ottawa lawyer or banker, acquired 
for less than $55,000 during these 
three years417 squre miles of timber 
limits that must have a value to-day 
exceeding $1,000,000, 
~ The Imperial Pul copay has se- 
cured practically the whole reserve 
supply within 150 miles radius of Ed- 
monton. Their holdings in this 
region cannot be worth to-day less 
than $750,000. They will prebanls 
realize far more than this if they con- 
tinue to hold and .only sell when in- 
creased demand adds to present value. 
Their method of tendering was differ- 
ent in every rticular from the 
recognized practice of the department. 
The public advertisement which in- 
vites tenders calls attention to the 
fact that the department is prepared 
to furnish on demand a printed form 
of tender. This form indicates that the 
bidder is expected to state the amount 
he offers as bonus and give the name 
of the bunk upon which his accepted 
cheque is drawn. This form was gen- 
erally used by its competitors, but 
never by the [Imperial Pulp company. 

In their tenders the amount offered 
as bonus is rarely stated. Double 
cheques are often used. The margin 
of excess is perilously small, but never 
less than is required. All things con- 
sidered—these unusual inethods—this 
unvarying success—point to but one 
conclusion. that there must have.been 
irregularity in the tendering. 

The brother-in-law of the ex-minis- 
ter of the interior was not content to 
secure limits for himself, but he found 
it profitable to lend his influence for a 
consideration. No better illustration 
of this can be given than vo repeat the 
story of the Prince Albert deal which 
discloses at the same time a betrayal 
of public trust without parallel even 
among these remarkable transactions. 

This is the history of the Big River 
Lumber Company and of its satellite 
the Fraser-Munson combination. On 
the 17th of January, 1903, Messrs. 
Urquhart, Richards & Pattinson, real 
estate agents, of Winnipeg and St. 
Paul, wrote to the department. ‘‘on 
behalf of a syndicate of American 
financial men,” making application for 
fifty blocks of timber of ten miles each 
at the hexdwaters of the Churchill 
viver, indicating a selection area of 
7,020 square miles, the south-eastern 
corner of which would come within 
twenty-five miles of Prince Albert, It 
was a most unprecedented demand. 
The quantity of timber land and the 
area of selection were very much 

reater than was ordinarily applied 
for. The department, however, appear 
to have had no hesitation in granting 
the request. With wonderful alacrity, 
that is‘ Within a fortnight after receipt 
of this application, the advertisement 
was issued calling for bids. 

The delay allowed for inspection was 
in inverse ratio to the magnitude of 
the proposition. It was advertised 
once in the Manitoba Free Press and 
once in the Prince Albert Advocate. 
The advertisements left Ottawa the 
28th of January and the bids were to 
be back in Ottawa by the 7th of March. 
This meant thirty-eight days, less than 
one month for the lumbermen of 
Prince Albert, after learning of the 
proposal, to explore and bid. 

o sooner did the news reach Prince 
Albert than there were protests galore. 
This enterprising northern town of 
Prince Albert, is the centre of the saw 
mill industry for western Saskat- 
chewan. There are a number of lum- 
ber manufacturers at this point whose 
future supply it was realized was be- 
ing threatened. The Board of Trade 
held a meeting and passed unanimous- 
ly a strong condemnatory resolution. 
The mayor of Prince Albert also pro- 
tested, forwarding to the Hon.Clifford 
Sifton the following telegram: ‘‘People 
of Prince Albert protest against sale 
of timber berth north of river timber 
limits passing into hands of speculat- 
ors to the detriment gt settlers. (Sgd.) 
J. F. Austull, mayor.” The objections 
of these practical men were well 
founded ‘‘the area tendered for is too 
large;” ‘few have capital sufficient to 
tender for so large a block;” “we pro- 
test against limits passing into the

And so the bids were opened on 
the 7th of March, 1903.

Two cents 
per acre for selected spruce covered 
timber land was the bonus price ac- 
cepted by this government. 

Now these limit Nos. 1048 
1049, though the former purported to 
be held by the Big River Lumber 
company and the latter by Lawyer 
A. W. Fraser, were really acquired 
by Burrows and his associates. Be- 
forethe limit was explored, before 
the block was. selected, Burrows 
sold his half interest in the Big River 
Lumber company and Fraser’s inter- 
est in the John McBain lease for 
$80,000 which sum he has been paid 
by the purchasers in each. In a pre- 
vious debate it was alleged that. this 
limit had been secured by William 
Cowan of Prince Albert and much 
political capital was made by point 
ing out that Mr. Cowan was a Con- 
servative. Had Mr. Cowan, how- 
ever asked for this for himself he would 
hever have succeededin getting it. 
The co-operation of Burrows et al was 
the force that drove the deal through 
despite all protests.

They said that William 
Cowan of Prince Albert, a Con- 
servative, got a valuable limit 
just the same as Mr. Burrows, 
brother-in-law of the Minister in 
charge. 


MR. OLIVER’S RETORT. 


Mr. Oliver made the most of 
this solitary case. ‘‘This was not 
a case of awarding berths to pol- 
itical favourites,’’ he said, ‘‘it was 
a question of open competition,”’ 
and then the Minister said he 
could prove it by berth No. 1046 
for 2650 square miles north of 
Prince Albert. Mr. Oliver ex- 
plained. 

‘‘One tender was for $2,510 by 
Muchenbacker Bros., the other 
for $5,000 by William Cowan of 
Prince Albert. William Cowan is 
not a member of the Liberal 
party or a supporter of this Gov- 
ernment. He was the Conserv- 
ative candidate against the 
present Judge Lamont in the pro- 
vincial elections of 1905.” 

Mr. Ames asked if the Minister 
could tell who were Mr, Cowan’s 
associates. Mr. Oliver answered: 
‘‘T have no idea in the world, and 
it does not make any difference. 
Mr. Cowan put in the highest ten- 
der for this limit and he got it,and 
he was not a friend of this Gov- 
ernment.’’ Again Mr.Oliver said: 
**The point I want to make is that 
in tne case of a limit which our 
friends opposite declare to be es- 
pecially valuable and have’ in- 
stanced as one of the cases in 
which there was an improper if 
not a corrupt transaction .on the 
part of this Government, it is one 
of their own friends who got it.”’ 


WHAT WAS NOT TOLD. 


No doubt Mr:Cowan has obtain- 
ed this. limit'‘and is ‘a Conserv- 
ative, and thébid in his name was 
the highest. ‘But Mr.\Oliver did 
not know ‘the circumstantes or 
else was wilfully deceiving the 
House, If the minister could have 
foreseen the evidence in the 
Public Accounts committee given 
by the man who wrote the Cowan 
tender, he would not have men- 
tioned this case. For this is one 
of the very worst of the Burrows’ 
deals, It was put through when 
Mr. Sifton was minister, and Mr. 
Sifton’s brother-in-law, with an 
associate who is now the Govern- 
ment candidate in Ottawa, got a 
$74,000 rake-off out of it. 


MEMBERS WHO KNEW. 


When Mr. Oliver said he had 
not the slightest idea who were 
connected with Mr. Cowan, there 
wero three members who knew all 
about it. One was Mr, Sifton, the 
minister who sold the limit, and 
whose brother-in-law arranged 
the bids*and got the rake-off. 
Another was the brother-in-law 
himself. A third was Mr. J. G. 
Turriff, who was Commissioner 
of Lands when the deal went 
through, and who opened the 
tender and took out Mr. Burrow’s 
cheques. But these three mem- 


.| bers kept silent while Mr. Oliver 


provided the House with mis- 
information. 


THE TRUE STORY. 


In January, 1903, application 
was made for the sale of 500 
square miles of timber north of 
Prince Albert, and around 
Churchill river, to be selected in 
50 blocks of 10 miles, from the 
vast area of 7,000 square miles, 
Whoever bought it would have 
control of the reserve supply of 
lumber for the whole Prince 
Alberta district. The Government 
had never explored that timber. 
Few possible bidders were 
acquainted with it, and very few 
haa capital to handle so large a 
proposition. But the Department 
at once advertised the limits, with 
only six weeks’ notice from the 
time the advertisement was issued 
at Ottawa till the tenders were to 
be opened there. One insertion of 
a very small advertisement in a 
Winnipeg paper and one at Prince 
Aloert was the information given. 
When thése appeared only 5 
weeks’| time was left and one 
would be required for the tender 
to reach Ottawa. Four weeks to 
explore 7,000 square miles of 
country, pick out 50 ten mile 
blocks of timber and get back to 
Prince Albert with the estimates. 


VAIN PROTESTS, 


There was excitement and 
alarm in Prince Albert town. The 
Board of Trade passed resolutions 
and sent them to Ottawa protest- 
ing against the sale of all this 
timber at once, asking for longer 
notice. Business men asked that 
six months be given for examin- 
ation, and thatif the whole of this 
timber must be sold, it should be 
sold in at least 10 limits instead 
ofone or two. The Mayor of 
Prince Albert also wired a pro- 
test, but Commissioner Turriff

replied that the sale would go on. 

r. Cowan wanted this limit. 
If someone else got it his large 
mills would be out of business 
and he would be at the mercy of 
the mon dpolists. Mr. Cowan had 
come to nnderstand that he would 
have no chance as a tenderer 
unless he made proper arrange- 
ments with the right men. He 
made them. 


AS IT APPEARED. 


The 500 miles of timber were 
put up in two limits, 1,048 and 
1,049, one the first choice of 250 
square miles, the other the second 
choic: When the tenders were 
openeu, there were only two bids 
for 1,048 and only one for 1,049. 
As Mr. Oliver stated, Mr.Cowan’s 
for $5,000 was the highest, and 
the limit was awarded to him. 
For the other 250 miles, John 
McBain was the only bidder at 
$1,000, and he got the award. 


BELOW THE SURFACE. 


But an examination of the 
papors and an inqviry in the 
Public Accounts Committee show- 
ed the matter in a new light. Mr. 
Cowan did not write his own ten- 
der. He did not fix the amount. 
He did not furnish the cheque. 
The tender was written by A. W. 
Fraser, the Ottawa politician, 
who is now the Government can- 
didate in that city, and who has 
been mixed up with the Imperial 
Pulp Company and Mr. Burrows 
in a dozen western timber deals, 
and has carried through several 
of his own. Mr. Fraser was before 
the committee, and testified that 
he had written the Cowan tender 
under instructions from Mr. 
Burrows,and not from Mr.Cowan, 
that Mr. Burrows had furnished 
the cheques, and was the ‘only 
man he knew in the matter. 

Mr. Fraser also stated that he 
wrote the McBain tender,and that 
McBain had no interest in it, but 
me.ely lent his name for the pur- 
pose. Mr. Fraser had another 
man in Montreal named Nolan, 
who also lent his name to Mr. 
Fraser and to Mr. Burrow’s 
Imperial Pulp Company, when 
they did not wish to appear in 
their own name. Mr. McBain 
obtained this lease and assigned 
it to Mr. Fraser. 


cost cowan $80,000. 


It only remained then for Mr. 
Burrows and Mr. Fraser to get 
their money and drop out of the 
transaction. Before the land had 
been surveyed or anything had 
been done about it, they assigned 
their interest to Mr. Cowan and 
his friends for $80,000, which 
money was paid in three cheques 
to Mr. Burrows, ona for $30,000 
and two for $25,000 each If 
Burrows and Fraser paid the 
whole $6,000 bonus to the Gov- 
ernment, they made $74,000. ‘If 
Mr. Cowan paid a part of it they 
made more. The Government 
sold this limit for $12 per square 
mile, while Burrows and Fraser 
sold their interest in it immed- 
iately afterwards for $160 per 
square mile, 

Mr. Cowan would have been 
willing to pay the Government as 
much as he paid Burrows and 
Fraser. Even then he would have 
a good bargain, for a neighboring 
limit of 85.miles was afterwards 
sold for $28,000 or $800 per square 
mile. This sale was made by the 
Department of Indian Affairs, the 
limit being well advertised and 
the area not too large to be ex- 
amined in the time given. 

This is how a Conservative is 
allowed to obtain a timber limit 
in the West. 


OTHER OPERATIONS OF MR. FRASER. 


Ithas been mentioned that Mr. 
A.W. Fraser has had a good deal 
to do with timber limits. He put 
in two bids for the Moose Lake 
limit, which documents form part 
of the original papersthatthe Gov- 
ernment, for reasons afterward 
apparent, held back until supply 
was refused and ministers were 
forced to surrender. In this case 
Mr. Fraser used his own name 
for one bid and borrowed the 
name of Mr. Nolan of Monteral 
for the higher and later bid, 
which took the limit for Mr. 
Burrows’ Imperial Pulp Company, 
Mr. Burrows furnished the che- 
quee, and the whole transaction 
was so irregular that it led to 
strong suggcstion of collusion. 
There were two other limits which 
Mr. Burrows’ Imperial Pulp Com- 
pany desired to obtain, and which 
were so distant thst it was impos- 
sible for a competitor to know 
anything about them. It,waanec- 
essary to make some show of 
competition. In both cases Mr. 
Burrows put ina bid while Mr. 
Fraser used the name of Mr. 
Nolan for a higher offer. Nolan 
afterward assigning to Burrow’s 
Imperial Pulp Company. Mr. 
Fraser also obtained for himself 
120 miles in addition to the blocks 
sold to Mr. Cowan. It has come 
about that Mr. Fraser is regarded 
ag a wealthy man, and has been 
able to capture the Ottawa 
nomination against the sitting 
Liberal member, Mr. Stewart.

r. J. A. Balfour, of Balcarres, 
on the question of whether he 
would sooner accept a money 
grant in lieu cf lands, Premier 
Roblin of Manitoba, has written 
as follows: 

Dear Sir,—Your letter of July 1 
received. The statement made as 
reported by you, is ina measure 
correct. The province of 
Manitoba demands a considera- 
tion for the logs of lands, timber 
and fisheries that have been 
taken from her by the Dominion 
and to be indemnihed reasonably 
for such appropriation of public 
domain as the other provinces, 
excepting Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, have been allowed to retain. 

We would prefer of course, to 
have ourown lands our timber 
and our mines, and to be indem- 
nified for those taken, but the 
trouble with us is that nearly all 
our public lands have been used, 
and we cannot, therefore, hope 
to get them back, and must insist 
on being paid for them, 

I donot know that there is any- 
thing further that I need say, 
other than that we hope some 
day to have a government that 
will recognise the justice of our 
claims,
